printer for distribution comprises: ! 
retrieving a list of print jobs stored in said memory of said e-mail enabled printer from said 

memory; 

displaying said list of print jobs stored in said memory; 
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providing a control panel for selecting at least one of said print jobs in said list of print jobs; 
and 

selecting at least one of said print jobs using said control panel.

17. (Currently Amended) The system according to claim 16, wherein said e-mail 
enabled printer further comprises a control panel for selecting said print jobs and said related

on said display device.

19. (Previously Presented) The system according to claim 16, wherein said e-mail 
enabled printer further comprises at least one list of e-mail addresses for displaying on said 
display device. 

20. (Previously Presented) The system according to claim 16, further comprising: 
an Internet connection for communicating with said network; 
an e-mail server for communicating with said network; and 
at least one workstation for communication with said network. 
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
